Translation Filed Accuses Him 
of Abusing Parishioners and 
Turning Out Lights During 
Confessional. 


Because of an article that he says was 
printed in Przewodnik Polski, a Polish 
publication. on July 27, Rev. Father 
Raphael F. X Gnhiclinski, pastor of St. 
Casimir’s Polish Church at Eighth and 
Mullanphy streets, filed suit in the Cir- 
cuit Court Saturday for $4500 for libel. 

The alleged article originally published 
in Polish i# translated in the petition, 
and states that on July 16 Father Gnie- 
lingki abused his parishioners for not at- 
tending the confessional and contribut- 
ing 3} cents each, The article contin- 
ues, it is alleged, by stating that later 
Father Gnielinski went to his own con- 
fessional and waited for the parishion- 
ere to come to him. None came, the 
article ie alleged to state, and those 
who had been accustomed to confess 
to Father Gnielinski went to the as- 
sistant priest. 

This, the article is said to state. so 
angered the priest that he arose and 
turned out the lights in the church, and 
one of the members of the church went 
to a rocery and bought candles and 
took them to the assistant priest, so 
that he could continue with his work. 

Father Gnhielinski, in his petition, de- 
nies the truth of the publication. He 
Siates that for 16 vears he has been 
pastor and priest of the parish and for 
that term of years he has heard the 
confessions of his members and has 
done his duty as he saw it. He says 
that he has had the esteem, respect and 
confidence of the parish during those 


yoars.

Sea In New Submarine Torpedo Boat

Alongside the 
Lieutenant was ranged the crew of 
nine men, which make up the Plunger's 
complement and there was a subdued 
cheer for the plucky guest, who, laugh- 
ing gleefully, his face shining with salt 
spume from the waves, jumped like a 
ij-year-old boy from the launch to the 
Biippery deck of the Plunger and 
Srasped Lieut. Nelson by the hand and 
shook it heartily 

A&B s00n as the President was aboard 
the Plunger he was escorted below. 
Where to the sea togs he already wore 
he added the garb of the crew, and it 
was a Guestion to the uninitiated after 
ihe dressing was whether Able 
Seaman Theodure Roosevelt or Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was the proper wav to 
treat the new mariner.

every five or six seconds would dash to 
the surface, as if after a breath of air:

Plunger Behaved Well, 


Vil the while the President rushed 
hither and thither to watch the mech 
anism of the craft as she went through 
this series of startling evolutions. 

Then came another interesting stunt.

was over. This consisted in coming to 
the surface of the water and with a 
Swift rush diving for 20 feet at an an- 
gie of & degrees.

The Plunger behaved like a thing of 
life. There was not a creak or a 
wrong fhote heard from her engines.

Next the Pluuger was sunk to @ feet 
deep, and with a quick, wide sweep she 
was turned completely around and re- 
versed her course, the reversal taking 
only one minute.

Sensational Story’ Comes From 
Vermont State Prison, 
Where She Is Held. 


BELLOWS FALLS, Vt... Aug. 4@— 
Sensational testimony concerning af- 
fairs at the State Prison at Windsor 
was given at yesterday's hearing of 
the investigation of public institutions 
now being held by the State. 

Horace Boyd, a prison officer, testl- 
fied regarding the alleged conduct of 
Mrs. Mary M. Rogers, the Bennington 
woman who was convicted of the mur- 


der of her husband, Marcus Rogers, in 
August, 1992, but not nanged. It is an- 
nounced that the woman is soon to be- 
come a mother.

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MASSACRE 
JEWS BEATEN 


Old Men, Women and Children 
Shot Down 
Troops Whose Savagery Is 
Explained by Drunkenness. 


_ KILLED AND WOUNDED 
ARE SHOT IN THE BACK 


Bomb Which Killed Three Sol- 
diers Who Had Terribly Mis- 
treated Workingmen Cause 
of Outbreak of Troops.

WARSAW, Aug. 26.—Another massa- 
cre of Jews, marked by atrocities wor- 
thy of savages, occurred in Bialistok, 
about © miles southwest of Grodno. 

Little is known outside of Russia of 
this slaughter, while even in Russia it- 
self few people know of its horrors. 
The official report minimizes it as 
Usual, merely stating that a party of 
Jews at Bialistok threw a bomb, which 
Killed some soldiers, whereupon the 
troops fired in self-defense, and that 
“during the scuffie’’ 40 Jews were killed 
and 180 wounded. 

Bialistok lies near the junction of the 
St. Petersburg-Warsaw and Koenigs- 
berg-Udessa railways, and many troops 
are quartered there. The town has 6,- 
00) inhabitants, three-quarters of them 
Jews. 

Bome Jewish workingmen were arrest- 
ed there three weeks ago and treated 
with exceptional brutality by soldiers 
and policemen, whose officers threat- 
ened openly that they would crush the 
Jewish population. 


Jews Sought Revenge. 

A small gathering of Jews ordered 
that the brutal treatment of their ar- 
Tested co-religionists be avenged. The 
persons picked to do this work threw 
a bomb Aug. 12, among some soldiers, 
of whom three were killed, while a doz- 
en workingmen were wounded, some 
fatally. 

This was the signal for a violent out- 
break by the troops against all Jews, 
innocent and guilty alike. Soldiers 
marched up and down § Blalstok’'s 
etree (ts, shooting indiscriminately 
whomsoevet was abroad. They entered 
the horses, killhmg and robbing the oo- 
cupants. 

Seme incidents are so atrocious as 
to be almost incredible, but there is 
Good reason to believe the soldiers had 
been made drunk beforehand, a suppo- 
sition that alone can explain some of 
the savagery. 

Most of the killed and wounded were 
shot in the back, proving that the 
troops fired on fleeing crowds. Women 
and children and old men were shot 
down ruthiessly and were horribly mu- 


tilated. 
Held Doctor Back. 


The troops fiendishly prevented doc- 
tors from attending the wounded for a 
long time. 

A son of a wineshop proprietor was 
standing in front of his father’s tavern 
when a detachment of troops came by 
and ahot him, wounding him severely. 
His father sent for a surgeon, but when 
the latter arrived the troops, which had 
Grawn a line around the  wineshop, 
wuld not let him enter. The doctor 
appesaied ts the captain commanding, 

Aying him, for humanity's sake, to 

t him attend the wourded youtb. 

“You rascally Jew,'’ shouted the cap- 
tain,. “it you value your own hide you'd 
better clear off.’ 

Taking it as their cue, the soldiers 
buffe the doctor and drove him 
away. prodding him with bayonets and 
beating him. 

The tavern keeper, who knew many 
officers aa customers, then interceded 
with the cuptain, but fared no better. 
Not until many hours after being 
wounded did the voung man receive 
surgival attention, and his death was 
hastened by this long neglect. 


Man of 73 Is Victim. 


Boldiers shot down Tobiaschewitch 
Debar, 73 years old, jeering and chai- 
lemging each other to “his = gray 
beard.”’ 


A party of soldier® and policemen 
wantonly shot a woman of 41 years who 
wae standing in the corridor of her 
keme and wounded her in the breast.

Those are only a few incidents of 
that awful day at Bilalistok, of which 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent is in- 
formed by iIndubitable witnesses. Some 
of the horrible events cannot be  de- 
scribed publicly.

the general mechanical principle of tak- 
ing their last coin if they play it long 
enough to allow its law of averages to 
operate on them. 

A bucket shop is mechanically organ- 
ized under the same law of averages. 
Those who play thelr money into its 
slot play against the machine and its 
bank, which has just enough money in 
it to encourage them to go on until its 
mechanical law of averages, operating 
through its regular or irregular per- 
centages, takes their last coin. 

The bucket shop is thus a mere 
illegitimate feature of legitimate trad- 
ing, as the gambling is in and around a 
board of trade. In that form of gam- 
bling there never is and there never can 
be the element of certainty. As each 
gambler ‘“‘backs his judgment,’’ he wins 
or loses on what he thinks is his judg- 
ment. What he learns in the end, when 
he is ‘‘cleaned out,’’ is that the element 
of uncertainty was in his judgment, and 
that his attempt to get something for 
nothing necessarily made his judgment 
uncertain. 

The bucket shop has no uncertainty 
about its operations. It has reduced its 
methods to a systematic ‘sure thing” 
basis. It Is as sure to take the last 
coin of those who keep on as if it were 
a slot machine whose machinery had 
all been adjusted by the manufacturer 
so that it could not possibly lose, except 
for the purpose of giving mechanical 
encouragement to those who are to be 
mechanically cleaned out by the abso- 
lute certainties of its machinery. 

The player who plays against the 
bucket shop is not betting on the mar- 
ket either. He is not backing his judg- 
ment, for the element of his judgment 
cannot change the results of a sure 
thing system in which the only possible 
uncertainty is of whether his judgment 
will be uncertain enough to keep him 
playing against a certainty until it
